It is, quite a contrast between the East and the West when 
it comes to the media. Sufficiently unique, is the fact that in 
the United Kingdom, media is a devout prophet of freedom of 
speech and the sitting government ensures that it rightly does 
so, as prescribed in the Article 10 {of the Human Rights Act, 
1998, UK}. There is no sense of evident coercion or 
compulsion be a state authority or the government regulatory 
body to subvert of disrupt the freedom of media. Being a 
student of Media Law at Queen Mary, London, I observed, 
that the history of broadcasting in UK evolved along with the 
epochs of time from self-regulation, co-regulation and

self-regulated medium the system come with a 
self-accountability check with mechanisms such as Press 
Complaints Commission which regulates the press.
